Doubtless there are portions of tbe 
Texas constitution that hamper prog­ 
ress along some lines, but if the people 
want it changed they can change it.

you are reasonably able, you can make more money in busi­ 


n e s s or in the practice of your profession, and yon will also 
enjoy a security of position that the politician never knows. 
Most men who are «mbttlonns merely for themselves get lit- 
Ge out of public life except a certain amount of reputation, 
which they find as they grow older to be empty of any real 
satisfaction. 
“But do not avoid-public life for purely selfish reasons. 
If your neighbor» think you can serve them as mayor or 
member of Congress, or If you see a chance for real public 
service that no other competent man will perform, do not 
be afraid to offer yourself. Government Is a necessity. If 
the educated and capable will not engage in it, the baser 
sort will, with sad results. 
If you go Into politics with the 
idea of seeking your own advantage, yon will be disappoint­ 
ed, and rightly so. 
If you shun public service when you are 
needed, you will be untrue to your country and to yourself.” 
That kind of advice would have sounded better from the 
platform and looked better in print. 
And it might perhaps 
have had some effect in combating the spirit of selfishness 
and materialism that to already too prevalent.
